Economy in the Buying of Coal. 


The information given by the bureau of mines in a recent 


bulletin, a comprehensive abstract of which has appeared in 
this newspaper, is valuable lo large users of fuel. 
It majtes 


clear how economy may be practised in purchasing the various 
grades for various purposes, the difference in wet and dry coal, 
etc. 
Large plants, power houses and municipalities all con- 


tract for coal in these days on the basis of heal units. The ex- 
pert purchasing agent can tell to a nicely how much.he is get- 
ling of acjjiial heat or power out of the ton of coal; the cxperl 
coal dealer can tell to a nicety how much be is giving. Those 
who have transactions in coal in a wholesale'way, either as 
sellers or buyers, may be left safely to care for their interests 
They are able to employ experts who know all Ihc ins and outs 
of Ihe trade. 


But it is quile different with ordinary purchasers; and these 


ordinary purchasers, in reality, are the greatest coal consum- 
ers. 
It is in lots of five or ten rather than 5000 or 50,000 tons 


that the product of the mines is sold, and it is the people who 
use coal in Ihe smaller quantities who are in most need of in- 
formation and protection. One of Ihe numerous hardships 
lo which these people are subjected is the making by Ihe mine- 
operators, or, through Iheir influence, by Ihe coal dealers, of 
arbitrary prices annually. 
We doubt Ihal il is fair lo allow 


them lliis privilege. The price of coal'is something thai 
should be regulated, we think, cither by federal or by state 
authority, and il should be based upon the cost of mining and 
hauling under normal, and nol varying conditions. In othei 
words,' the small consumer should nol be taxed for strikes, U 
mcel advances in wages, to recoup for past dividends, to make 
good deficiencies in coal railroad earnings, lo meet Ihe dcpre 
elation of walercd seciirilies on Wall slreel. 


Nor should Hie ordinary consumer of coal be compelled k 


pay different prices al dilTcrenl seasons of Ihe year for Ihc 
same quantity and qtialily of coal. Nor should he be penalim 
because while a regular consumer of coal—a regular cuslomer 
a regular conlribulor lo Ihe immense earnings of Ihe coal com 
panics and the coal railroads—he is unable lo pay cash dowi 
in advance for his winter's supply, 
lie should be entitled lo 


the minimum price on all deliveries. These are reforms Ihal 
arc certain to come, because they'arc just, They will come all 
Ihc sooner if Ihc small coal consumers of the country will only 
manage Iheir affairs, through combination, with Ihe same de- 
gree of intelligence as Ihc large consumers,—Christian Science 
Monitor.
